little explosions, involving nuclear 
weapons for infantrymen and im­ 
proved land mines, torpedoes and 
air-to-air missiles, says Dr. Ralph 
Lapp. 
But 
Lapp 
told

newsman 
the tests might eventually involve 
digging very deep holes to test 
new and improved concepts o' 
more compact warheads for the 
Minuteman 
intercontinental 
bal­ 
listic missile. 
Lapp is an atomic scientist not 
connected with the government, 
but he keeps close tab on nuclear 
developments. 
He said that presumably the 
early new tests would he limited 
to explosives packing less than 
than the equivalent of loo.ooo tons 
of TNT—to eliminate any danger 
of fallout resulting from explo­ 
sions in the presumably moderate- 
depth test tunnels now available. 
Lapp said “all sorts of tactical 
devices" could be tested at an 
explosive power below 100,000 tons 
of TNT equivalent. 
For one thing, he said, an early 
test might involve the proof-test­ 
ing of the Davy Crockett, de­ 
signed for use by infantrymen as 
a nuclear antitank weapon. 
Improved 
versions 
of 
land 
mines, 
torpedoes 
and

missiles also could be so tested, 
He said. 
But Lapp said a major con­ 
ceivable 
requirement 
by 
the 
United States could be an im­ 
proved version of the warhead 
for the Minuteman ICBM. How­

done in special, very deep holes. 
and these presumably are not yet 
available.

After failure of the rifles, many of the 
revolvers made in 1861-65 came with ex­ 
tension stocks that enabled the possessor 
to fire more accurately from the shoulder. 
The original Colt made In quantity, 
known as the ‘'Dragoon,” weighed four 
pounds. A "streamlined” type weighing 
half as much was adopted by the Union.

College Work For 
High Schoolers? 


A scandalously high proportion of students 
capable of college-level work fail to continue 
their education beyond high school. Many fac­ 
tors are responsible, but too often the potential 
college student simply lacks an appreciation of 
what is involved. A foretaste of the subject mat­ 
ter might well whet his appetite for more. 
Educators now are moving rapidly to meet 
this need. With the opening of the 1961-62 school 
term, more and more high schools around the 
country will be offering “advanced placement 
courses”—college-level courses in which talented 
high school students can earn college credit and 
a head start toward a degree. 
As late as 1956, only 1,200 students in 104 
high schools took advanced placement examina­ 
tions. An estimated 13.000 students in 1,200 high 
schools took the examinations in 1960-61. More 
than 400 colleges and universities now* grant 
credit to students who pass the courses with 


high grades. 
Local school systems lacking such a pro­ 
gram might well consider a recent report on 
an advanced placement project operation by the 
Pittsburgh public schools in cooperation with 
Carnegie Institute of Technology. The Pittsburgh 
study showed that in addition to giving partici­ 
pating students a flying start toward college, 
the program tended also to bring about intro­ 
duction of more demanding courses in the regu­ 
lar curriculum—thus building quality all down 


the line.

All over the country there are those who are de­ 


m anding a strong foreign policy. But do they want to 


go to w ar? 
A strong foreign p o lio ’ 
m ean w ar. 


T here is no certainty about it either way, but it is fact 


that we had a weak policy concerning Cuba and we 


did not go to w ar; we are showing our claw s with 


reg ard to Berlin and the H u m an s respond by renew ing 


bom b testing. 
Personally, as a citizen, T favor a strong, vigorous 


foreign policy. 
All m y experience, now over a period 


of 44 years, convinces m e that there is no w ay to stop 


the building of the Soviet Em pire except by w ar or 


well supported and financed revolution 
But it would 


appear that a large num ber of persons disagree with 


Ruch views concerning a shorting w ar. 
They want 
peace 
Some want peace at any price 
Some would 


rath er he Red than dead. 
There is no telling about 


tastes. 
T herefore it is necessary to have a decision and a 


policy that is not casu al and opportunistic. 
In Savan­ 


nah. G eorgia. 1.500 persons signed a petition to P resi­ 


dent Kennedy, dem anding a strong foreign policy. But 


the petition says nothing about favoring a shorting w ar. 


It says: 


“ H e. the undersigned people nf Savannah are 


aroused and gravely concerned over the turn of 


events in Berlin. 
American* have repeatedly re­ 


quested a strong foreign policy. The time is long 


overdue for the I lilted States to take a firm stand 


and definite action against Communist aggression. 


H e strongly urge whatever positive aud aggressive 


action is necessary to reverse the present rapid turn 


toward national disaster.” 


But when that has been said, it does not encourage 


the President to go to w ar with Soviet R ussia 
After 


all, K hrushchev enjoys an enorm ous advantage over 


us 
He can m ake quick decisions. 
His allies are con­ 


tiguous and are not free to choose their own course. 
Propinquity strengthens his position in all directions. 
He is not overly concerned with public opinion in his 
own country or in the rest of the world. No A m erican 
President can adopt an attitude as independent as tha*. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt m aneuvered A m erican public 
opinion skillfully, but it took him two years to get the 
United States into World W ar II, There is not tw o years 
or 18 m onths to spare in the next w ar. 
In fact, it is 
doubtful if that m any m inutes will he available. 
The 
President will have to act on a rad ar signal w ithout 
asking anyone's consent. 
Of course, we ought to have a strong foreign policy 
but when it com es to a shooting war, the indications are 
that it will take som e convincing to establish that there 
is no other way. Some, like m yself, believe th at there 
is no other way. but I am convinced that we are in 
the m inority. 
And it ap p ears from the record that 
president Kennedy and S ecretary of State Rusk be­ 
lieve that Am erican public opinion is not yet ready for 
another war. 
Everybody is against Soviet R ussia but 
few w ant to do anything about it. 


One reason may be that we actually lost World 
War ll. 
We did not lose it to the enemy. N ail 
German*, but we did lose It to our ally, .Soviet 
Russia. 
First .Stalin 
and then khrushchev took 
every advantage of the war involvement, to seize 
countries and peoples until nom Soviet Russia domin­ 
ates more of the Earth's surface than Germany and 
Japan did during their most successful days in 
World War II. Many ask, what is the use of another 
war? 
It will probably all be to the advantage of 
Red China. 


The issue is not a strong or a weak foreign policy. 
The issue is w hether the A m erican people a re ready 
and willing to get into a nuclear w ar, 
If we are not 
ready and willing, we shall either stand to be I) isolat­ 
ed or 2 ' conquered or 3* reduced to an ignoble status. 
But the decision m ust be decisive at this clim actic 
gtage. 
N either dodging the issue nor bellyaching will 
save us 
Nor can we delay either our decisions or our 
actions very m uch longer because the enem y is not 
delaying. His attitude tow ard bomb testing is a teaser 
to discover w hether we m ean business. 
If we let this 
th reat pass. K hrushchev will go ahead, as Stalin did. 
on the assum ption th at we are good at s p e e d s but 
not at action.

Public Opinion May Be Biggest 
Factor In Averting World War III 
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WASHINGTON - W ars in re­ 


cent years have alw ays come at 


the end of the sum m er. This is not 


alw ays an accident. In part it a 
because the chiefs of staff who 
plan w ars know the im portance 
of having the crops in the gran­ 
aries before they begin war. 


At any ra te , if you look at the 
history of the w orld w ars of this 
century they have not only s ta rt­ 
ed in late su m m er but they have 
taken the general public pretty 
much by surprise. 


The advance billing of the w ar 
that both K ennedy and Khrush­ 
chev have been talking alxxit is 
running true to p attern regard­ 
ing tim e but 
not 
in regard to 
surprise. If w ar does come, 
it 
should break this fall: but in this 
case, the public will not be taken 
by surprise. And if public opin­ 
ion is im portant, this fact alone 
could possibly av ert w ar. 


It’s interesting to contrast the 
state of public opinion
